Like wiſe the ſaid Hierom, in a certaine C- 
piſtle to A ella, complaining of the coꝛrupt maners ot the 
city ef Rome,calleth Reme by the name of Babilau, Againe, 
the ſaid Hierom, in the end of his 2. boke againſt / 0#11114, 
turning bis ozation to the city of Rome, I ſpeake vnto thee 
(ſaith he)which hath blotted out the blaſphemp wzitten in 
thy fozhcad,by the confeſſing of Chꝛiſt. O mighty city,lady 
of the wo2ld,interpzet thy name, Rome is by the Greekes a 
name of ſtrengtb, by the Yebzues a name ofhighnes, kp 
that that thou art called. Let bertu make ther high, let not 
voluptuouſnes make ther low. Thou mailt eſchue by re⸗ 
pentance the curſe which our ſauto2 bath thzeatned in the 
KReuelat ion. Thou halt the example of the Nintuites,Be- 
ware the name of Louinian, Which is deriued of an 3 doll. 

DS. Avgu/tmeliving in the time of S. Hicrom, hut pct à 5 
litle ponger, accounted the chief among the latin Deuines 
and hauing reſpec to al that was ſpoken of Rome, by thoſe 
that had w2iften aloꝛe in d Church, declareth many things 
to be like in Rome and Babilon: loz in his bake De ciuitate 
Dei, the fifth Boke, and ſetond Chapter, he calleth Babilon 
the firſt Rome, In his 18 bock, and 22. chap.hecompareth 
Rome with the cityof the wicked whipch Cern builded. The 
one ſaith he was builded ol c⸗ / which Lue his . 
| he 


guſt me. 
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Che other was builded by Ræmulus which killed his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Rhemus. 

Againe Oroſius a Spaniſh witer liuing inthe time of 
D. Auguſtine, ſheweth that Rome and Babilon were al one, 
and elpeciciallic beſide all other wickedneſſe in opzeſſing 
the Saintes of God.Leb.2,c4p.3.and again, 4. 7. cap. 2. 

But perchance ſome to this afoze may make oblecton, 
alledging. that at that time when theſe ancient woꝛiters did 
wꝛite, Rome was gouerned by moſt cruell Emperours, 
which perſecuted hozribly all good Chzfffians , inflicting 
vpon them all toꝛments and molt ſharpe death. But now 
Rome is no moze gonerned by * that be wic⸗ 
Ked,and thirſt the blood of the godlp, but Rome is vnder the 
turifoiction of the holie Pope, and foz that cauſe to be re- 
nerenced and honoꝛed of all. Therefoze if any man ſhould 
now ſay in theſe our daies that Babylon mentioned in the 
Apocalips might betonen Rome , no ſufficient cauſe oz 
ground of matter were to confirme oꝛ coʒrobozate his aſ- 
ſertion to be found, But the anſwere to conkute this is 
ready of great fozce and validitie „and not to be connin⸗ 
ced.

counterfeit humblenes now and then by fozce enfermin-,

into a miracle:but J ſay Rome my beloued is turned to me 
into a miracle, pea what is ſo marueilous, yea what is fo 
miſerable. Dauid ſał the Angel ofthe Loꝛd ſtanding with 
a dꝛabon ſwoꝛd oner Jeruſalem: we, the daughters of the 
Nomiſh Church behold, we ſe the Biſhop there, which is 
oꝛ ſhould be the Angell of God, ready with a dzawn ſwoꝛd 
ouer the Church. Dad pꝛaied that 5ᷣ people might not be 
killed :our Angel reching to the Earl of Flanders the ſwo2d, 
pꝛaieth that we may be ſlaine: wher many mo things tou⸗ 
ching the crueltie of Ballon be adieced in their place, 
whoſoener liſteſt fo ſearch and read the hiſtoꝛp at large.

Alio micbliefe of Er gland, and John Hus, and Werome of
